Since official administration studies are 
•still under way M it Is not proper to prejudge 
the now controversial Issue whether or not 
there is a "missile gap" between this coun- 
try and the Soviet Union. 

Nevertheless, the comments of President 
"Kennedy 'ancTSecrefary of Defense McNa- 
mara suggest there Is at least some doubt 
at this stage about the existence of such a 
gap. 

If the ultimate Judgment Is that there Is 
no gap, or that It is smaller than some have 
contended in the past, the Republican storm 
presently brewing will obviously take on 
hurricane force. 

Even more vigorously than now, It will be 
argued that Kennedy and other top Demo- 
.crats .deUberately-TxnmpecLiiprthe "missile 
gap" as a campaign Issue, that they knew 
all along It was sheer fiction . 

Vet past experience with presidential 
campaigns Indicates the answer may be a 
little more complex than that. 

The fact Is that in a campaign the "outs" 
often make what seem to them genuine, 
sincere criticisms, which turn out in the 
end. to have been based on either wrong or 
inadequate information. When It comes to 
accuracy of information, there is no sub- 
stitute for being "In." 

This is true for both Republicans and 
Democrats. Things inevitably look different 
from the outside. 

For one thing, however honorable their 
character and their motives, those who In- 
form the "outs" frequently have an ax to 
grind or at least a more or less fixed point 
of view which colors their evaluations.

They fa- 
vor concentration on a few selective and vital tar- 
gets lest the air force strategy lead to a nuclear 
war that could destroy civilization. The army also 
contends that ground forces will always be essential 
to final victory and occupation of conquered terri- 
tory. . . 

And, mast Important of all, as the army group 
consistently points out. Is that the strategy of the 
air force brass falls to provide for the -limited or 
brush-fire war, which, In the general consensus, Is 
what the U. S. will more likely be faced with In any 
future trouble spots. Total wnr, involving massive 
use of nucloar weapons, does not. appear to be part 
of the Kremlin's plans for ultimate . victory— pre- 
ferring, as It does, the more subtle and Insidious 
methods 'of subversion, economic aggression. 

This Is the dispute which Secretary McNamara 
Is expected to resolve, although it has been raging 
at tire Pentagon mid White House since World war 
II. Persent Indications are that he will propose a 
compromise. 

In fact, President Kennedy has already hTnTe.d at 
such a solution. He has stepped up the program 
for construction of^the Polaris mlsslle-flrlng sub- 
marine which will eventually be able to fire nuclear 
weapons from underwater bases for a distance of 
2,500 miles.

MORE PUNCn, LESS COST — He hos ordered 
prompt expansion of airlift capacity to transport 
expeditionary units to the scene of local aggression. 
This shortage has been a major weakness In post- 
war clashes with the communists In Korea and the 
Middle East. Until remedied, It could handicap us 
In the Congo and Laos, which could become areas 
of limited action. 

. In Its successful Mlnuteman demonstration, es- 
pecially the timing of the shot to coincide with the 
McNamara Inquiry, the air force gave the Pentagon 
boss a lot to think about In proposing a new defense 
system. 

In the first place, tne Mlnuteman has a range 
of 6,000 miles. It can hit a Russian or Chinese tar- 
get from firing pads in this country, obviating the 
reliance on NATO's European bases. It Is estimated
